Illegal election call? 

Democracy Watch looking for court ruling on PM

It’s now up to a judge to 
decide whether Prime 
Minister Stephen 
Harper's snap election 
call a year ago was not 
just politically self- 
serving but also illegal. 

Lawyers squared off yes¬ 
terday in the Federal Court 
of Canada in a case that 
could set a precedent 
across Canada, and even 
around the world. 

Arguments began exact¬ 
ly one year after Harper 
forced an early campaign 
last September — the third 
in four years. 

He did so despite passing 
changes to the Canada 
Elections Act in 2007 that 
set the next vote for Oct. 
19, 2009, unless the gov¬ 
ernment fell on a confi¬ 
dence matter first. Federal 
votes were to be held every 
four years after that. 

The law does not clearly 
prohibit the prime minis- 
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ter from pre-empting a no- 
confidence vote and asking 


the Governor General to 
dissolve Parliament, which 
she agreed to do. 

Still, watchdog group 
Democracy Watch says 
Harper’s opportunistic 
move broke the spirit if 
not the letter of the legisla¬ 
tion — what it calls the 
“convention” established 
by the law.

Yale nixes Prophet cartoons 


controversy Yale University 
has removed cartoons of 
the Prophet Muhammad 
from an upcoming book 
about how they caused out¬ 
rage across the Muslim 
world, drawing criticism 
from prominent alumni 
and a national group of uni¬ 
versity professors. 

Yale cited fears of vio¬ 
lence. Yale University Press, 
which the university owns, 
removed the 12 caricatures 
from the book The Car¬ 
toons That Shook the 
World by Brandeis Universi¬ 
ty professor Jytte Klausen. 
The book is scheduled to be 
released next week. 

A Danish newspaper orig¬ 
inally published the car¬ 
toons — including one de¬ 


picting Muhammad wear¬ 
ing a bomb-shaped turban 
— in 2005. Other Western 
publications reprinted 
them. The following year, 
the cartoons triggered mas¬ 
sive protests from Morocco 
to Indonesia. 

Islamic law generally op¬ 
poses any depiction of the 
prophet, even favourable, 
for fear it could lead to idol¬ 
atry. 

“I think it’s horrifying 
that the campus of Nathan 
Hale has become the first 
place where America sur¬ 
renders to this land of fear 
because of what extremists 
might possibly do,” said 
Michael Steinberg, an attor¬ 
ney and Yale graduate. 

Steinberg was among 25 


alumni who signed a 
protest letter sent Friday to 
Yale Alumni Magazine that 
urged the university to re¬ 
store the drawings to the 
book. Other signers includ¬ 
ed John Bolton, a former 
U.S. ambassador to the UN, 
former Bush administra¬ 
tion speechwriter David 
Frum and Seth Corey, a lib¬ 
eral doctor.

Dollar heading 
for parity again 


Telus takes over Black's stores 


The Canadian dollar's ap¬

Most observers frilly ex¬ 
pect Carney to once again 
hector about the dollar’s 
inflated value at tomor¬ 
row’s policy announce¬ 
ment. However, econo¬ 
mists caution the central 
bank risks losing credibili¬ 
ty if it keeps warning about 
action, without following 
through. Few think Carney

O ne of the haz¬

For example, Scouting, 
the official voice for the 


Boy Scouts in Britain, has 
advised scouts to stop car- 
lying Boy Scout knives. 

This is to prevent the 
spread of what Scouting 
calls “a growing knife cul¬ 
ture in the U.K.” 

In response to the outciy, 
a Scout spokesperson left 
little doubt they were seri¬ 
ous: “Scouting helps to pre¬ 
pare young people with 
valuable life skills, while 
keeping them safe by not 
carrying knives.” 

Wait a minute. The Boy 
Scout motto is “Be Pre¬ 
pared.” How are they sup¬ 
posed to be prepared to cut 
kindling, peel potatoes, 


open cans or other impor¬ 
tant Boy Scout stuff if they 
take away their Boy Scout 
knives? 

When I think of the end¬ 
less hours I spent as a Cub 
tying all those stupid reef 
knots and playing dodge- 
ball in church basements 
so I could step up to Scouts 
and my own official Boy 
Scout knife, I feel the need 
to both laugh and ciy. 

Laugh, because the idea 
of camping without tools 
or depending on the pack 
adult to pass out knives at 
the appropriate moment 
makes a mockery out of the 
self-reliance required to be 


a scout. Either give the lit¬ 
tle blighters the knowledge 
and skill required to be¬ 
come good scouts, or keep 
them at home and give out 
badges for ordering pizza. 

Cry, because in an at¬ 
tempt to remove life’s 
sharp edges, we’re putting 
our boys in a bubble, and 
boys are suffering for it. In¬ 
deed, there is a thin line be¬ 
tween savagery and civi¬ 
lization, but there is also 
one between civilization 
and demoralization, and 
somehow we have to civi¬ 
lize boys without turning 
them into ciphers.

This knife thing is really 
disturbing because it 
comes out of England, 
home of the father of 
Scouting, Lord Baden Pow¬ 
ell. Just in case you were 


wondering what old BP 
thought about it, here’s his 
take, right out of the Boy 
Scout manual: 

“Be Prepared ... a scout 
must prepare himself by 
previous thinking out and 
practising how to act on 
any accident or emergency 
so that he is never taken by 
surprise.” And: “The boy is 
not governed by don’t, but 
is led by do.” 

So ... DYB! DYB DYB! (Do 
Your Best!)

With a shift from the pri¬ 
vate sector towards govern¬ 
ment-funded building con¬ 
struction projects such as 
roads, bridges, hospitals 
and schools, careers in 
skilled trades are likely to 
enjoy a strong foundation. 

“For 2010 we’re seeing a 
shift from private sector 
construction towards more 
in the public sector and 
that is good news if you’re 
somebody coming into the 
industiy because many of 
those public sector projects 
are long-term projects,” 
Gritziotis said. 

Despite the positive em¬ 
ployment prospects for 
skilled-trades careers how¬ 
ever, the future looks trou¬ 
bling for employers be¬ 
cause Gritziotis says fewer 
people are going into the 
skilled trades than are retir¬ 
ing eveiy year. 

Skills Canada polls have 
shown that 60 per cent of 
young people say their par¬ 
ents have not encouraged 
them to consider a career 
in trades. 

“The thing that doesn’t 
change is demographics. 
How many parents look at 
a career in construction or 
trades as being a career that 
continues? The truth is it’s 
not just a job to save up 
money to go into some¬ 
thing else. There is a real 
career and a career path 
out there,” he said. 

A recent Construction 
Sector Council study esti¬ 
mates roughly 20 per cent 
of skilled-trades workers 
will retire by 2017 leading 
to a need for 300,000 new 
workers to fill the needs of 
the industiy within that 
same time period.

At first glance it would ap¬ 
pear that Alberta’s capital 
city is starting to see the 
end of the global econom¬ 
ic downturn. 

Compared to August 
2008, Edmonton’s labour 
force grew by 26,500, ac¬ 
cording to Edmonton Eco¬ 
nomic Development Cor¬ 
poration’s (EEDC) analysis 
of the latest Statistics 
Canada numbers. 

Unfortunately the news 
isn’t all good. Employ¬ 
ment is down over the 
same period of time by 
1,500 people. 

Cathy Ennis, a 
spokesperson for EEDC, 
says August was only the 
second month in 2009 in 
which the monthly em¬ 
ployment numbers were

lower than in the same 
month in 2008. 

“Because the labour 
force has grown more 
quickly than employment, 
the August unemployment 
rate has increased from 3.6 
per cent to 7.6 per cent,” 
Ennis says. 

“While increasing unem¬ 
ployment does create hard¬ 
ships for people looking 
for work, it also improves 
Edmonton’s competitive¬ 
ness relative to other com¬ 
munities.” 

According to EEDC, prior 
to the downturn, Edmon¬ 


ton’s employment rate was 
so low that it was making 
it difficult for local busi¬ 
ness to find needed skills 
to expand. Because the 
labour force has grown at 
the same time that the job 


market has shown a mod¬ 
est decline, the labour 
shortages have now eased, 
meaning the local market 
will be better positioned to 
expand as the recovery 
takes hold. 


“I think what we’re see¬ 
ing is a continuing, but 
slow, improvement in the 
job market,” says Terry Jor¬ 
den, spokesperson for Al¬ 
berta Employment and Im¬ 
migration. “Edmonton’s 


recovery is similar to the 
province’s recovery.” 

There are areas in Ed¬ 
monton that are experi¬ 
encing job growth. The 
utilities sector, insurance 
and finance areas have 
shown an increase, along 
with food services and ac¬ 
commodation. 

Jorden says that, in gen¬ 
eral, part-time work has 
seen job growth as op¬ 
posed to a decline. 

“I think our feeling is 
that these are good signs,” 
he says. “The recovery is 
certainly improving gradu¬ 
ally, but every month is a 
little better than the last. 
We feel that even though 
these numbers show im¬ 
provement, we still must 
continue to invest in pro¬ 
grams to help people get 
back to work.” 

“We’re optimistic,” he 
added.

When Jay Percival was 
working as a physiothera¬ 
py assistant, it didn’t take 
him long to realize that a 
career in health care was 
what he wanted to pursue. 

He heard about Grant 
MacEwan College’s four- 
year Bachelor of Science in 
Nursing program, which 
began in 2007, and attend¬ 
ed an information session 
at the school. 

“I was already working in 
health care and I quickly re¬ 
alized that it’s the field I 
want to work in,” says the 
second-year student. “That’s 
why I decided to go back to 
school and continue my ed¬ 
ucation.” 

During Percival’s first 
year in nursing, he spent 
one day a week at the 
Glenrose hospital in a 
stroke rehabilitation unit 
as part of the program’s 
clinical placement.

Following in big footsteps 



An Alamosaurus towers over the Dinosaur Trail at the North 
Carolina Museum of Life and Science in Durham, N.C. 


The 5-5-metre-long 
Parasaurolophus is friend¬ 
ly and patient, allowing 
children to climb its back, 
sit on its tail and pat its 
bumpy, coral-coloured 
skin. 

But walk along the tree- 
lined path and the evil nine- 
metre-long Albertosaurus 
lies in wait. The relative of 
Tyrannosaurus rex is ready 
to pounce — but will its 
next meal be the meat of 
the Edmontonia, with its 
head down as it tries to pro¬ 
tect itself, or the young 
Styracosaurus across the 
path that seems to have 
wandered away from its 
herd? 

The four are part of the 
recently completed di¬ 
nosaur trail at the North 
Carolina Museum of Life 
and Science in Durham, 
N.C. The trail includes nine 
types of dinosaurs from the 
Late Cretaceous period, the 
last period before dinosaurs 
became extinct, 100 million 
to 65 million years ago. 

It’s also a period when di¬ 
nosaurs roamed North Car¬ 
olina, although none of 
those stalking the museum 
grounds lived here. 


The first dinosaur, the 
plant-eating Parasaurolo¬ 
phus, was the favourite of 
five-year-old Hannah Myers 
of Raleigh, N.C., who visited 


the trail on a week day in 
August with her two older 
siblings and her grand¬ 
mother. 

“That’s a nice dinosaur,” 


she said as she played in the 
fossil pit at the end of the 
trail. “He’s friendly to little 
people.” 

Whether the real Paras¬ 
aurolophus was friendly or 
not — and the best we can 
say is that he wasn’t a pred¬ 
ator — the museum did 
purposely start with a wel¬ 
coming dinosaur, one that 
sits in a grove with a sign 
that says Touch this Di¬ 
nosaur, said Roy Griffiths, 
vice-president for exhibits 
and planning. The rest of 
the dinosaurs sit back from 
the trail, situated among 
plants and rocks, and are 
for viewing only. 

“The idea was to give an 
immediate experience that 
satisfies the need to get 
close and interact with the 
model,” Griffiths said. 

The trail, which replaces 
the original trail that Hurri¬ 
cane Fran destroyed in 
1996, is popular: In the first 
two weeks since it opened 
July 25, almost 35,000 peo¬ 
ple have visited the muse¬ 
um, compared with an aver¬ 
age 13,100 visitors every 
two weeks in 2008. It cost 
$1.5 million US to build, a 
combination of bond mon¬ 


ey and private donations. 

Studio Y Creations in Cal- 
gaiy built the full-sized 
sculptures, based on small 
models created by a di¬ 
nosaur studio in Philadel¬ 
phia.

review With more and 
more computer-animated 
films coming out each year, 
it’s easy for a non-Pixar en¬ 
try to get lost in the shuffle. 

Hopefully such a fate will 
not befall Shane Acker’s 
debut, 9, the feature adap¬ 
tation of his Oscar-winning 
short about a band of 
scrappy burlap dolls-come- 
to-life fighting against 
frightening contraptions 
that are all that’s left of the 
war between men and ma¬ 
chines. (The machines 
won, by the way.) 

Like the little burlap 
refugees, the film itself 
comes off as scrappy, full of 


gumption. By focusing on 
characters less than a foot 
tall, it forces the audience 
to see the world from a 
much different vantage 
point, where much of our 
cast-off scrap can come in 
handy: Exact-o knives as 
sabers, headlight bulbs as 
torches. 

And in the wreckage of 


an apocalyptic war, there’s 
plenty of scrap to go 
around. 

The addition of vocal tal¬ 
ent doesn’t always com¬ 
pletely gel with the action. 
(The original short was dia¬ 
logue-free.) And while the 
cast, including Elijah 
Wood, Jennifer Connolly 
and John C. Reilly, is quite 


game, something about the 
end result seems lacking. 

Maybe it’s the fixed ex¬ 
pression of wonder on the 
dolls’ faces, due mostly to 
their permanently wide 
metal eyes. No matter what 
they’re saying, they always 
look kind of like simple¬ 
tons. 

But none of this ruins 


the film, which packs a lot 
of action and exploration 
into a very swift running 
time. And while the main 
goals of the patchwork he¬ 
roes might get muddled, 
their spirit shines through. 
For something set in the 
charred wasteland of the 
fall of man, it’s remarkably 
uplifting.

But they left open the 
possibility that major stars 
such as Madonna might 
still be part of the show, 
which will take place out¬ 
side a 17th-century palace 
in the Austrian capital. 

Event promoter Georg 
Kindel said that up to 25 
performers are expected to 
participate in concert, 
which is being billed as the 
main global tribute for the 
King of Pop, who died June 
25 in Los Angeles. 

Sister Sledge, Alcon, An¬ 
gela Bassett, and the Ger¬ 
many-based boy band US 5 
also are among the 13 
artists confirmed so far, 
Jackson’s brother Jermaine 
Jackson said. In addition, 
Jackson’s original band 
and dancers will take part. 

All the artists will play 
some of Jackson’s greatest 
hits at the concert, includ¬ 
ing Thriller, Billie Jean, 
Black or White and Bad — 
with a group rendition of 
Heal the World or We are 
the World as a finale. 


“We will honour on this 
night not only the musician 
and artist Michael Jackson 
but also the humanitarian,” 
Kindel said. “He’s really 
someone who changed the 
history of music.” 

Jackson’s family and 
children — as well as 
65,000 fans — are expect¬ 
ed to attend the tribute at 
Vienna’s former imperial 
Schoenbrunn Palace, one 
of the Austrian capital’s 
top tourist attractions, 
Kindel said. A “significant 
portion” of the proceeds 
from the event will be do¬ 
nated to charity, he added.

Reviving The Beatles 


Fab Four's catalogue digitally remastered for first time

Pop music comes and 
goes. What's hot now will 
surely not be in a couple 
of years. Unless, of course, 
it's by The Beatles. 

Forty years after the Fab 
Four folded, their populari¬ 
ty continues to cross all age 
groups. Recent polls show 
they appeal to a greater 
cross section of generations 
than any other artist — 
more than Sinatra, Elvis, or 
even Michael Jackson. 

So mark today as some¬ 


thing of an historic occa¬ 
sion — the day EMI releases 
the Beatles Remasters, a 
box set containing the 
band’s complete original 
works, digitally remastered 
for the first time. These al¬ 
bums are what the folks at 
EMI call “the core cata¬ 
logue.” They’ve made the 
date easy for us to remem¬ 
ber — 9-9-09 as in "... Num¬ 
ber Nine, Number Nine, 
Number Nine.” 

Besides offering a bigger, 
brighter sound, the digital 
remastering represents the 
first step in making Beatles 
music available for down¬ 


load to your iPod. Negotia¬ 
tions continue on that big- 
money deal, but it’s only a 
matter of time. First they’ve 
got plastic to peddle. 

Sales will be brisk. Pre-or¬ 
ders for the coveted mono 
version have already sold 
out on Amazon.com. Sug¬ 
gested list price for the 
stereo version is $293.79, 
but major retailers will of¬ 
fer it at closer to $190. If 
that’s too steep, you can 
still purchase the CDs indi¬ 
vidually. (To draw in the 
kids, a Beatles edition of the 
Rock Band is also being re¬ 
leased, at a price of about 
$250.) 

The box set contains all 
of the Beatles LPs as origi¬ 
nally released in England, 
plus the American version 
of Magical Mystery Tour 
with its five added singles. 

There’s a double disc 
called Past Masters, a com¬ 
pilation originally issued 
in 1987 containing 33 sin¬ 
gles never placed on al¬ 
bums. The set also includes 
a documentary DVD, as 
well as mini-docs embed¬

ded in each CD. 

For true aficionados, 
there’s an alternative box 
available with the first ten 
discs remastered in original 
mono, the way they were 
first mixed by producer 
George Martin. That’s 
priced $30 to $60 more. 

So does “remastered” 
sound better? Well, yes and 
no. It’s cleaner, fuller, more 
immediate. Highs are high¬ 
er and lows lower. Some 
clicks and pops were re¬ 
moved, but always 
with the integrity of 
the original in mind. 

The vocal separation 
is extraordinary. Check 
out the “oohoohs” in 
Fixing a Whole. The gui¬ 
tars of John and George 
come through so big 
and bright they glisten, 
while Paul’s adventur¬ 
ous bass 
lines are 
revealed 
like 
never 
be¬ 
fore on 
tracks 


such as And Your Bird Can 
Sing. 

Ringo’s innovative ca¬ 
dence on tracks like Ticket 
To Ride comes through 
loud and clear. 

Sometimes, however, the 
clarity works to distraction. 
The opening 
chord of Hard 
Day’s Night has 
never rung truer, 
but the incessant 
cowbell on I 
Should Have 
Known Better, and 
the bongos on 


et to Ride were better lost 
in the mix. 

And there’s those little 
things that you may not 
have noticed before, like 
John’s yawn on I’m Only 
Sleeping and his“bye-ee” at 
the start of the Sgt. Pep¬ 
per’s reprise. 

The true value to this re¬ 
markable box set, howev¬ 
er, is the fact that it’s all 
there ... in one place ... to 
be savoured. Thirteen won¬ 
drous albums over just sev¬ 
en years, each one a cre¬ 
ative breakthrough. 

Take a long weekend, lis¬ 
ten to them in order 
and marvel at 
how they 
did it.

Peppered Fish 
with Lemon 
and Basil 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tbsp (25 ml) vegetable oil 

1 onion, finely chopped 

2 red peppers, deseeded 
and thinly sliced 

2 yellow peppers, deseed¬ 
ed and thinly sliced 
6 oz (175 g) sugar snap 
peas 

1 lb (500 g) firm white fish 
fillet, skinned and cut into 
1 V 2 -in. (4 cm) chunks 

1 lemon, zest grated and 
juiced 

2 tsp (10 ml) mixed 
peppercorns, coarsely 
crushed 

1/4 cups (300 ml) frozen 
peas, thawed 
1/4 cups (300 ml) bean 
sprouts 

Small bunch fresh basil, 
finely shredded 

METHOD: 

1. Heat wok or large fiying 
pan over high heat and 
add 1 tbsp (15 ml) oil. Add 
onion and stir-fiy 1 
minute. Stir in peppers 
and sugar snap peas; con¬ 


tinue stir-frying 3-5 min¬ 
utes until vegetables are 
tender but still crisp. 
Transfer vegetables to 
plate using slotted spoon 
and keep in warm place. 

2. Add remaining oil to 
wok and heat, then add 
fish and stir-fiy over gen¬ 
tle heat 4 minutes (careful¬ 
ly turning chunks so as 
not to break them up) un¬ 
til fish is cooked through 
and flakes easily when 
tested with point of knife. 

3. Add lemon zest, lemon 
juice and crushed pepper¬ 
corns to wok. Return stir- 
fried vegetables to wok to¬ 
gether with peas and bean 
sprouts. Heat through, 
stirring, 2-3 minutes. Scat¬ 
ter basil over top and 
serve at once.
